REPORTS 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


The following hearings were held during the fiscal year July 1, 1982-June 30, 1983: 


1. August 27, 1982—Petition of Abbie S. Olds to enlarge a non-conforming residence 
located on Blue Hill Road, in the Agricultural-Residential District. The petition was 
approved. 
2. August 27, 1982—Petition of Richard and Melvene Dyer-Bennet to divide a lot with 
frontage less than 200 feet on Blue Hill Road, in the Agricultural-Residential District, and to 
enlarge an existing non-conforming residence on the same property. The application for 
variance was withdrawn on August 29, 1982. The petition to enlarge the residence was 
allowed with the condition that no dimension exceed the approved plan. 
3. October 4, 1982; October 12, 1982—Petition of Judith Friedman to situate a residence 
within the minimum setbacks required by the Monterey Zoning By-Law for the Lakeshore 
District of Lake Garfield. The petition was approved with four conditions: 
1) That a new Building Permit be obtained for a three-bedroom house as described in the 
plans filed with this case (1982-5). 
2) That the Variance and Permit for the septic system reflect a three-bedroom house. 
3) That the height of the structure not exceed the Monterey By-Law limitation of 35 feet. 
4) That the well and septic system comply with Title V requirements. 


4. October 4, 1982—Petition of Thomas E. and Patricia A. Andrus to expand an existing 
non-conforming use by the addition of a one-story section to the auto body repair shop, 
located at Main Road and Swann Road in the Agricultural-Residential District. The 
petition was approved. 

5. December 20, 1982; February 23, 1983—Petition of Alan G. and Marlene E. Green to 
expand an existing deck to include a screened porch on their non-conforming residence on 
Lake Shore Lane in the Lakeshore District of Lake Garfield. The petition was allowed with 
two conditions: 


1) The permitted use is limited to a covered, screened porch, 12’ x 20’ (twelve by twenty 
feet), with three skylights. The porch may never have heating, plumbing or windows. 

2) All existing structures along the Green-Pasco property line, including the covered 
porch and existing open deck, shall be reconstructed so as to achieve a three-foot setback 
from that property line (the east line of the property described in a deed in the Southern 
Berkshire Registry of Deeds in Book 447, page 17). 


6. June 9, 1983—Petition of Bernard Kleban to convert a single-family residence into a 
multi-family residence, located on Beartown Mountain Road in the Agricultural- 
Residential District. The petition was denied.

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REPORT OF THE BERKSHIRE COUNTY 
REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


During calendar year 1983 the Berkshire County Regional Planning Commission 
continued its involvement in a variety of important issues in the County. These included 
transportation, environmental planning, historic preservation, economic development, and 
local land use assistance. 


Transportation 

The major accomplishment of BCRPC’s transportation planning efforts in 1983 was the 
completion and adoption of the Jransportation Plan for Berkshire County. This is a 
comprehensive, region-wide document which will now serve as the basis for transportation- 
related decision-making. 

Another important effort was continued staff involvement in many aspects of the process 
to build a Route 7 bypass in Pittsfield, Lanesborough, and Lenox. Governor Dukakis’s 
announced support for this project in early 1983 meant new hope that this long-debated 
proposal would finally become a reality. 

Another area of significant effort in 1983 was BCRPC’s continued technical planning 
assistance to the Berkshire Regional Transit Authority, having performed analyses of 
proposed fare changes, proposed service changes, ridership trends, and potential system 
modifications in response to threatened subsidy cutbacks. Perhaps attributable to both 
efficient operations by the BRTA and effective planning by BCRPC, comparative statistics 
for 1982 revealed that BRTA rated as the most efficient transit operation in the state. 

BCRPC staff also participated on and/or provided technical assistance to various local 
and regional committees involved in transportation issues, including the Central Berkshire 
Chamber of Commerce Transportation and Economic Development Committees, the 
Berkshire County Development Commission, City of Pittsfield Parking Authority 
Feasibility Study Committee and Airport Connector Road Review and* Advisory 
Committees, Turnpike Visitor Information Center Study Committee, Elder Services of 
Berkshire County Transportation Committee, and others. 

In addition to requests for data and information specific to its transportation, 
environmental or historic preservation planning programs, BCRPC also fulfills a critical 
need for region-wide demographic and other statistics. An extensive collection of Census 
Bureau publications, employment reports and other reference materials enables BCRPC to 
meet the data needs of local officials, business owners, developers, students and others on a 
daily basis. 

Environmental Planning 

The BCRPC environmental planner provided technical assistance to Berkshire County 
communities desiring help with environmental issues. Assistance to communities in 1983 
involved the following: groundwater protection plans for Williamstown and Lanesborough; 
groundwater pollution from road salt in Becket; hazardous waste management; wetlands 
protection; state and federal grant programs; erosion control; lake management; 
coordination of acid rain monitoring program. search for a disposal site for demolition 
debris; herbicide spraying of railroad right-of-ways; septic system management and disposal 
of septage; participation in Housatonic River Watershed Association in developing a 
“Greenway Plan”; and represent Berkshire County in federal and state environmental issues. 

These and other issues continue to be a concern of many communities. We, of course, 
welcome suggestions for other projects in which the environmental planner can be of 
assistance to our communities. 

Historic Preservation Activities 

The Berkshire County Regional Planning Commission’s Historic Preservation Project in 
the past five years has substantially assisted all thirty-two Berkshire County towns and 
municipalities. At the present time there are only two communities that have not completed 
or begun their inventories of Historic Resources. They are Florida and Windsor. These will 
be undertaken early in 1984. There are twenty-seven active local Historical Commissions in

Berkshire County as of this year. The BCRPC has been responsible for assisting twenty-six 
communities to complete their resources list. 

e Four Town Inventories of Historic Resources were completed during the year. They are 
Clarksburg, Lanesborough, Sheffield and Otis. 

e Eighteen nominations to the National Register of Historic Places were prepared in the past 
year and eight are yet pending listing with the keeper of the National Register or 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. The following are properties listed during the year: 
Hall’s Tavern, Cheshire; Crane Paper Company Museum and the Dalton Grange #23, 
Dalton; Monument Mills, Housatonic; Rock Ridge, Monterey; Church Street Historic 
District and the Eber Sherman Farm, North Adams; the Allen Hotel, Pittsfield; Villa- 
Virginia, Stockbridge; The Mill Village Historic District and the Colonel Benjamin Simond 
House, Williamstown. Still pending are the Susan B. Anthony Homestead and the Summer 
Street Historic District, Adams; the Stafford Hill Monument, Cheshire; South Egremont 
Historic District, Egremont; the Thomas Shepard House, New Marlborough; the North 
Adams Multiple Resource District, North Adams; the Captain John Brewer House, 
Monterey; and the Union Theatre, Pittsfield. 

e The Stockbridge Local Historic District by-law failed to pass at town meeting; however, 
the Village of Ashley Falls has been assisted in drafting a local by-law under Chapter 40C for 
the Village. It will extend from the Col. John Ashley House to the north edge of the Village 
on Route 7A. 

e The Regional Historic Preservation Planner secured a grant and intern for the Williams- 
town House of Local History to catalogue their fine collection of local historical material 
relating to Willidmstown. 

e The 50th Anniversary Commemorative Exhibit of the Civilian Conservation Corps at the 
Mt. Greylock Visitors Center was assembled by Bernice O’Brien of Region 5 DEM and the 
BCRPC Historic Preservation Planner, who provided technical assistance. 

e The RPP also assisted Region 5 DEM with technical assistance in completing a Cultural 
Resources Inventory on the lands owned by the Department in Berkshire County. 

e The BCRPC has also assisted the Lenox Planning Board with the drafting of a Great 
Estate Preservation by-law to allow conscientious development preserving open space and 
historic features. 

e The BCRPC has compiledand made available to Massachusetts Historical Commission 
and other state officials a list of twenty necessary preservation projects in need of funding 
here in Berkshire County. 

e The RPP assisted 31 communities with historic preservation technical advice in the year. 


Economic Development 


In 1983 BCRPC distributed a report containing the results of a comprehensive inventory 
and evaluation of industrial sites in the County. This study was undertaken at the request of 
the Berkshire County Development Commission and other development agencies. We found 
that there is very little readily developable industrial land in the Berkshires. Less than 1% of 
the County’s land is industrially zoned “by right,” and most of this is either occupied or 
undevelopable. Because very little can be “inventoried,” the report focuses on identifying 
some promising new areas for rezoning to industry, and on explaning why such rezoning is 
needed. The study also identified zoning modifications which would make industrial 
development easier, plus selective extension of municipal services, such as sewage, water 
supply and roads. 

BCRPC provided staff assistance to the Visitor Information Center Committee in 
recommending and locating an existing historic building to be placed at the existing service 
area on the westbound land of the Turnpike in Lee. 

BCRPC and its staff continued to provide a broad range of technical assistance, data and 
information to a large number of developers, market researchers, businesses, consultants 
and government agencies. In 1983, BCRPC continued to participate on countywide and 
local committees of business and government, from both public and private sectors, in 
dealing with economic problems. 
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Local Technical Assistance 

Under special contract to the Williamstown Planning Board, the staff began work on a 
comprehensive updating of portions of the town’s Master Plan, which was previously 
published in 1963. 

BCRPC also supplied technical assistance on land use to local planning boards, 
developers and attorneys on a wide variety of zoning and subdivision issues, principally 
through Sally Bell and the staff. 


Finances 

BCRPC once again did not increase its per capita assessment in 1983. It remained at 37 
cents per person per year, for a ‘total county assessment of $53,691. The County 
Commissioners provided an additional $18,372, which enabled us to keep staff layoffs to a 
minimum.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During the last fiscal year, the Department prosecuted 228 motor vehicle violations in 
court. The Department investigated eight breaking-and-entering and larceny cases. All but 
one case was solved, resulting in jail terms for those caught and prosecuted. 

There were 18 auto accidents reported and investigated. 

Other cases investigated were family disputes, larceny by credit cards, littering, forgery, 
drugs and various other calls just to keep the peace. 

From time to time the officers took various courses in law given by the District Attorney’s 
office.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


This report covers the fiscal year July 1, 1982-June 30, 1983. 

Abnormally low rainfalls prevented the Board from authorizing a fall period for 
percolation tests and deep observation holes in October-November 1982. In the spring of 
1983, frost and abnormally high groundwater levels threatened to impede full utilization of 
the test period April | through June |. The Board therefore extended the test period through 
June 15. Members of the Board spent many hours in the field performing site examinations 
and witnessing deep observation holes and percolation tests, as required by the State 
Environmental Code, Title 5. The Board is considering various ideas for lengthening the test 
period. 

During the fiscal year, the Board approved 23 applications for disposal works 
construction permits, of which eight were for new systems at new houses and 15 for repair or 
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replacement of old systems serving existing structures. The Board wishes to acknowledge the 
exemplary cooperation with which Camp Shalom replaced a failing septic system, the 
second in recent years. Variances from certain requirements of Title 5 were granted to two 
applicants, with the approval of the Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. 

Nineteen eighty-two/eighty-three was the first year during which Berkshire Clean- Way 
Rubbish Removal, Inc., the successful bidder, operated the Town’s disposal area. While 
certain problems still remain to be solved, the Board is convinced that compacting garbage 
and hauling it away for state-approved disposal elsewhere is preferable to burying it in 
Monterey. 

The Board inspected six recreational camps for children, some more than once and some 
jointly with Mr. Robert Bishop, District Sanitarian in the Department of Public Health. The 
purpose of these inspections was to check compliance with the State Sanitary Code, Chapter 
IV, recently revised to make greater and more complex demands on camp operators—and 
consequently also on inspectors. 

The Board is grateful for all cooperation received from residents, property owners, 
engineers, contractors and the Departments of Environmental Quality Engineering and of 
Public Health.

We realize now that banks and other 
financial institutions require a larger percentage of interest in dealing with small towns such 
as ours. In view of this fact, the Committee has been exploring and will continue to explore 
more favorable avenues of borrowing money. 

We have learned that a lease-purchasing method of buying vehicles and some other Town 
equipment can also save money. Of course, sometime in the future all Towns must go the way 
of the computer. Your Finance Committee has looked into this field in depth and will 
continue to look at computers and software, so that when the Town is ready to go this way we 
will be able to recommend the best possible method.

Librarian for a term of one year, and fix the salary at $5.00 an hour.

REPORT OF THE MONTEREY FIRE COMPANY

Nineteen eighty-three was a year of continued growth for both the members and The 
Monterey Fire Company as a group. On January 17, 1983, an open house was held to 
celebrate the new Monterey Fire Station. In June, a second open house was held for those 
unable to attend the first. 

The Annual Town Meeting in May and a special Town Meeting in December were held in 
the new Fire Station. Two dances were also held, one for the benefit of the Monterey Arts 
Council and one for the benefit of the Monterey Fire Company. The Monterey Food Day 
was also held in the new firehouse. 

An intensive three-week Firefighter Training Course, taught by the Massachusetts 
Firefighting Academy, was concluded by a two-day session inside a burning house. Weekly 
fire and medical training sessions were held each Wednesday night in the new facility. 

Two new services, provided by the Monterey Fire Company, began in 1983. An 
underwater search and rescue team was organized and a compressed air cascade system to 
refill air bottles used in a firefighter’s self-contained breathing apparatus was completed and 
put into service. 

The 1983 Grand Champion Trophy was awarded to the Monterey Fire Company in the 
first annual “Iron Fireman” competition in Great Barrington.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSION 


The Park Commission areas most demanding our attention were the beach and Greene 
Park. Our heaviest costs were mowing, lifeguard, swimming instructor, and, now, the beach 
parking attendant. 

In view of the growing profit-making uses at Greene Park, we initiated a request for 
donations from these people, and it worked out very well. This will continue as the park is 
intended, and predominantly used by, nonprofit functions only. It was host for Sunday 
softball, Little League, Pee Wee League, the Firemen’s Picnic, I Love Monterey Day, contra 
dances, bingo, basketball and general playground use. The broken “Greene Park” sign is 
replaced by a new one. Rick Mielke set up a permanent volleyball court next to the Grange 
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with their blessing and the Monterey Store allowed us to leave the volleyballs there. There 
are a new home plate and mats installed under the slide, for a softer landing. 

At the beach, logs were set in by Avalon boys to help signify where the cars should park. 
The Monterey Food Project acquired plantings from a state Fruition Program and set in 
Autumn Olive bushes to provide a hedge between the logs and also set in grapevines along 
the split-rail fence near the dam area off Beartown Road. Our lifeguard, Margaret Schuler, 
was very effective, and commended by many for creating a safe area. Tammy Jervas 
repainted her lifeguard chair and delivered it. The heat necessitated that an umbrella be 
attached to create some shade. John Field and Jim Bynack did a magnificent job of leveling 
the docks. The buoy line was extended to encompass a much larger area, allowing people to 
swim lengths of reasonable distance. Volunteers Georgette Cordano and Arthur Colodny 
taught an enthusiastic lifesaving class. Anne Marie Cummerford was our elementary 
swimming teacher for 50 students. The Red Cross has had to start charging for materials, so 
for the first time ever we asked the students for a small fee of 50¢ and the lifesaving students 
$2.50. The “no motor” sign is up again for Brewer Pond. Cliff Hart was parking attendant 
this year. The situation was held under control, but the numbers of people arriving from all 
corners of Berkshire County are prohibitive. Another year will see an I.D. of some sort needed 
and a small fee, in order to keep a growing potential problem under control. A problem not 
solved except by lifeguard’s “pooper scooper” was the 50 geese that found their home here. 
These regal birds and adorable offspring drew cameras and complaints. Extensive research 
came up with no answers to their litter problem. 

We posted a calendar of events on the bulletin board for July and August, also the 
Massachusetts state boating rules. 

The quality of the lake water was tested by the Berkshire Environmental Labs regularly 
with results always excellent. 

Makuc and Makuc and Makuc helped with numerous jobs. 

The Record circulation drive in Monterey made a donation, which, plus donations 
received before, necessitated a “Special Projects” account for the Parks Commission. The 
town cookbook on sale and the quilt to be raffled are funds also to be added. 

Long-range plans include repairing the infield at Greene Park, a tennis court committee, a 
raft for the beach, and we are still hoping for a skating rink this season. 

We’ve had numerous criticisms, good and bad, which are a great help, in order to serve you 
well.

REPORT OF THE BUILDING INSPECTOR 


During the period from July 1, 1982, to June 30, 1983, 36 Building Permits were issued, 
covering 13 new houses, 12 additions, 3 decks, 6 storage buildings or garages, | auto body 
shop, and | kiln and kiln shed. 

It should be noted that the Revised Zoning By-Law approved December 20, 1982, 
provides that “A building permit ... shall be required [for] construction or alteration... 
which will create more than 100 square feet of area, including basements and additional 
floors.” Information on the procedure for obtaining these is available from the clerk at the 
town office, mornings except Thursdays, or from the Building Inspector.

$15,000.00 from Federal Revenue Sharing funds, $45,000.00 from the Stabilization fund, 
$16,546 from Free Cash and $20,000.00 to be raised and appropriated/to raise and 
appropriate $10,000.00 to be held in the Stabilization Fund, $900.00 for the purchase of three 
beepers for the Police Department, $2,000.00 for the annual remuneration of a Sanitary 
Inspector and to authorize the Selectmen to appoint such an inspector, $350.00 to paint the 
south wall of the Monterey Library, $1,000.00 for materials and repair of the infield at 
Greene Park, $500.00 for the special Conservation Commission Fund, $250.00 for the 
special Legal Fund/to transfer from State Aid to Public Libraries Fund the sum of $1,250.00 
to the Library Appropriation Account/transfer from the Berkshire County Dog Tax 
Account the sum of $108.22 to the Library Appropriation Account, as provided by Chapter 
140, Section 172, of the General Laws/the Town moved to approve Article 18 and to 
authorize the Selectmen to petition the General Court for enactment in substantially the 
same form as the Special Act presented at this meeting entitled, “An Act Establishing the 
Lake Buel Restoration/Preservation District in the Towns of Monterey and New 
Marlborough, dated May 4, 1984, and as prepared by counsel for the Lake Buel Association, 
and to accept the said Act upon its enactment without further Town Meeting action.” To 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to assign or relinquish to the Districts its rights and 
responsibilities under the grant received from the Commonwealth Department of 
Environmental Quality Engineering pursuant to the Clean Lakes Program to the Lake Buel 
Restoration/ Preservation District, subject to enactment of Special Act Legislation and its 
formation pursuant thereto, to the effect that the district may act as a direct grantee of the 
Commonwealth or as sub-grantee of the Town thereunder. The Town voted not to rescind 
the action taken under Article 25 of the Warrant of the Annual Town Meeting held May 2, 
1981, and not to join the Berkshire County Mosquito Control Program/to accept the 
provisions of General Laws Chapter 59, Section 5, Clause 37A, as enacted by Chapter 258 of 
the Acts of 1982/to accept the provisions of General Laws Chapter 59, Section 5, Clause 41B, 
as enacted by Chapter 653 of the Acts of 1982/to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
appoint one or more of its members to the Board of Health fora term of one year, and fix the 
annual salary for each one so appointed at $350.00/to authorize the Board of Assessors to 
appoint one of its members to the office of Assessors’ Appraiser for a term of one year, and 
fix the salary at an amount not to exceed the amount appropriated for that position in the 
Annual Budget/to authorize the Library Board to appoint one of its members to the position 
of Librarian for a term of one year, and fix the salary at $7.00 an hour.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


This past year Monterey had 98 students in the Southern Berkshire Regional School Dis- 
trict of the nearly 1,000 enrolled. To give some perspective on population shift, eight years 
ago there were 138 students with a steady decline through this year past. In the 1984-85 school 
year, however, there is an anticipated increase to 100, though this may change as the school 
year begins. 

The budget for the coming year is up by 4.8% for our town. The restriction of income for 
the school district has required some tightening up over the past few years primarily because 
of Proposition 2'4. 

Monterey was honored in that, of those graduating this year, both the valedictorian, 
Karen Hayes, and the salutatorian, Sherri Burkholder, were from Monterey. 

Briefly, the following are some of the directions of the School Committee over the past 
year, with a glimpse into next year also: 


1. There has been an administrative restructuring to redefine lines of responsibility, 

clarify roles and increase efficiency. 

2. Greater effort has been made to increase the identity of grades 5 through 8. 

3. The Committee for Educational Excellence (CEE) submitted its report to the School 

Committee. It was the work of nearly 70 people from a broad base and will influence 
a good deal of decision making in the coming years. 

4. Volunteerism is taking on greater importance from the community to the school, 

developed by Peggy Thieriot. ' 

5. There has been and will be continued commitment toward computer literacy and 

instruction. 

6. There has been an increase in the budget for the special needs pre-school program for 

this coming year. 

7. This coming year a full scale study and planning phase ofa gifted and talented program 

will be completed for implementation in 1985-86. 

There are several other issues not mentioned here which can be found in the annual report 
of the School Committee. | am looking forward to the second year as representative from 
Monterey onthe School Committee. | trust that, as Vice Chairman this coming year, | will be 
a voice for the educational needs and issues of our students and those comprising the five- 
town district.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


This report covers the fiscal year July 1, 1983, to June 30, 1984. 

The Board decided that, starting in 1984, the spring period for deep observation holes and 
percolation tests will be March 15 through June 15, thus reverting to the longer test period 
which had been in effect in 1978 and before. The Board is satisfied that the requirements of 
the State Environmental Code, Title 5, for determination of ground water elevations can be 
met during this lengthened test period. 

The Annual Town Meeting on May 5, 1984, authorized the appointment of a part-time 
Sanitary Inspector. Accordingly, the Board engaged Registered Sanitarian Peter Kolodziej. 
His duties are inspecting children’s camps, witnessing deep holes and percolation tests, proc- 
essing applications for disposal works constructions permits and responding to housing 
complaints. (He started working on July 1, 1984; 1.e., after the end of the period covered by 
this report.) 

During the fiscal year, the Board approved 20 applications for disposal works construc- 
tion permits and disapproved one. Of the 20 permits issued, 1 1 were for new systems for new 
houses and nine for repair or replacement of old systems serving existing structures. 

Abnormally low rainfalls again prevented the Board from authorizing a fall period for 
deep observation holes and percolation tests in October-November 1983. 

The Board is grateful for all cooperation received from residents, property owners, engi- 
neers, contractors and the Departments of Public Health and of Environmental Quality 
Engineering.

MONTEREY BOARD OF HEALTH 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


1. After a hearing held on August 13, 1983, on the petition of Cosimo Spagnoletti of 
Chestnut Hill Road for a variance for side yard requirements and a special permit to adda 
screened porch to his dwelling house located on a non-conforming lot, the Board granted 
both requests by unanimous vote. 

2. After a hearing held on August 13, 1983, on the petition of the Town of Monterey fora 
variance from side yard requirements and a special permit to construct a new town garage, 
being a municipal use in a residential district (adjacent to the Town Dump on Lovers Lane), 
the board granted both requests imposing the condition that the dug well water supply on the 
premises be treated so as to be potable, or if that would be impossible or impractical, a new 
water supply system should be obtained. Another condition was that the septic tank must be 
relocated at an appropriate location. The vote of the Board was unanimous. 

3. After a hearing held on December 9, 1983, on the petition of Judith Friedman of Ele- 
phant Rock Road, for a variance in order to erect a deck within the minimum setback dis- 
tances from Lake Garfield, the Board denied the request finding a failure to demonstrate 
substantial hardship. The vote was one in favor, four opposed to the petition. 

4. After a hearing held on December 9, 1983, on the petition of Raymond C. Tryon and 
June Tryon for variances from the table of minimums of the zoning by-laws fora division of 
property on Main Road in the village, the Board granted the request and imposed the con- 
dition that deeded rights providing adequate land for disposal system on Parcel B for the 
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benefit of Parcel A be given, in the event of the failure of the waste disposal system of Parcel 
A. The Board voted unanimously. 

5. After a hearing held on March 13, 1984, on the petition of Frank D’Amato of Tyring- 
ham Road, seeking a variance from setback requirements in the zoning by-law for the pur- 
pose of constructing an addition to his residence, which is a non-conforming building, the 
Board granted the request, by unanimous vote. 

6. After a hearing held on March 20, 1984, on the petition of Zoltan Zantay and Ethel 
Zantay seeking a special permit to convert a non-conforming camp building into a residence, 
the Board denied the request, by unanimous vote. The decision was subsequently to be ap- 
pealed to the Superior Court. 

7. After a hearing held on April 17, 1984, ona petition of Paul Perces and Marjorie Perces 
of Main Road for a special permit to construct an addition to their residence on a non- 
conforming lot, the Board granted the request, by unanimous vote.

REPORT OF THE MONTEREY ARTS COUNCIL 


This is an account of the first year in the existence of the Monterey Arts Council. Given 
nebulous guidelines by the state, we have attempted to formulate a direction and philosophy 
for this Arts Council. It is clear that our primary purpose 1s to distribute funds made avail- 
able by the Massachusetts Arts Lottery. The Town of Monterey is guaranteed to receive a 
minimum of $1,000 per year from the state’s $3 million “Megabucks” lottery fund. Symbolic 
as that might be, the Arts Council sees these monies as a catalyst by which we hope to stimu- 
late the town in cultural and creative ways. Besides granting awards to individual artists, 
musicians, writers, etc. ona semi-annual basis, we hope to use some of our allotment in spon- 
soring events that might benefit the community as a whole. 

In that spirit, we succeeded in promoting our first event last July, which was a sold-out 
“SRO” concert called the “Rock Ridge Garden Party.” It featured a virtuoso performance by 
the renowned balladeer Richard Dyer-Bennet and a program of Renaissance music of Italy 
by the Renaissance band “Calliope” performing on pre-Baroque instruments. The concert 
was to have taken place in the lush sunken gardens of Rock Ridge Estate overlooking Lake 
Garfield but was moved to the church due to inclement weather. Refreshments of cham- 
pagne, sweets and savories prepared by Michele Miller were served at Rock Ridge. It was an 
event enjoyed by the entire community with proceeds targeted to perpetuate similar cultural 
programs in Monterey. 

Other grants awarded in 1984 were to: 


Leslie Scutellaro for a cookbook featuring recipes, drawings and photographs 


contributed by local residents. Proceeds will go toward town 
park equipment. 


Shawn S. Ryder for the production of a 16mm experimental color sound film 
which was shown at a community dinner last summer. 

Ellen K. Pearson for an oral history of Monterey, transcribed and annotated. 

Donald B. Holmes for a book entitled Air Mail Pilot... A Year in the Life of 
Charles A. Lindbergh. 

Lucinda Schmulsky for the Community Arts Enrichment Program, which makes 


the talents of local artists, musicians, clowns, etc. available 
to the schools (in this case, The Mountain Laurel Band). 
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Besides these grants, the Arts Council is planning a film festival for the winter and another 
community “cultural event” for the summer. We would like to remind everyone that the 
deadlines for applications for the semi-annual funding periods are April 1 and October 1, 
respectively. Requests for application forms should be mailed to The Monterey Arts Council, 
Box 100, Monterey, MA 01245.

REPORT OF THE VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


Nineteen eighty-four was a year for change both internal and external. The Southern Berk- 
shire Visiting Nurse Association reorganized for greater efficiency, and we began to reorient 
ourselves to think like a business. It was clear that our success would not come from good 
intentions, but from good management. Deficit funding must go. 

The next four years are no longer uncertain; the trend is much more conservative. Feder- 
ally subsidized health care will continue to diminish. In 1984 the federal government severely 
reduced home health reimbursement for the care of the sick, over the age of 65 years. At the 
same time health care costs are escalating. There will be less, not more, funds available for 
human services. The number of elderly is rising. 

Few of us would debate the contention that the elderly are passed over and ignored in 
many aspects of daily life. In health care this statement is no less true. Elderly persons who 
have already contributed greatly to our society should not be overlooked. The federal cut- 
backs hit them the hardest. Therefore, families and spouses must be taught specialized pro- 
cedures in order to safely and effectively care for family members at home. The VNA teaches 
those services. 

Our personnel have been retrained so that they can deal with sicker clients, more compli- 
cated equipment and advancing technology. In 1984 we introduced intravenous therapy, 
respiratory therapy for clients who are dependent upon machines for breathing support and 
the collection of specimens of blood for testing. These services allow us the ability to serve 
clients discharged early from hospitals. 

Our public health functions which we perform as agents for the Boards of Health continue 
to include communicable disease control nursing; maternal and child health with emphasis 
on high risk infants, including premature, low birth weight and congenital abnormalities. We 
do counseling to families experiencing a sudden infant death. Health promotion clinics are 
held throughout South County and are open to all age groups. 

We want and need the support of everyone. Investing charitably in the Southern Berkshire 
Visiting Nurse Association assures a healthier, happier community. We must all work to- 
gether to try to close the gap in the “safety net” for our less fortunate citizens who have been 
victims of “economic vicissitudes,” also referred to as “cost containment.”

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REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSION 


Our budget went up this year to include the building of a raft for the Town beach. This will 
allow intermediate and higher swimmers an area away from smaller children to swim and 
dive. Spreading out the crowds will make better use of the space available. 

The new sign at the beach was made and donated by Mt. Everett students directed by 
Welles Sellew. 

Beach stickers coupled with Donald Holmes’s checking them and parking cars helped 
control the numbers of people using the beach from out of town, vastly. The $5.00 user’s fee 
reverts to a Town General Fund. Even so, numbers are much more than last year. One prob- 
lem brought to our attention several times was that of small children running out in the road. 
At this growing rate we are projecting plans for next year to improve control and safety even 
more. 

Swim lessons went smoothly with Cheri Briggs teaching, but they were very small classes. 
Cheri was also our lifeguard, and we hope she will return for both duties next year. Lisa 
Gelbard assisted in swim classes and as lifeguard. We found two lifeguards were necessary 
on weekends. 

Collecting trash this year was Paul Bynack. 

Rick Mielke mows and mows for us, and the parks are all healthy, neat and attractive. He 
will do the work improving the infield at Greene Park. 

A tennis court research committee was initiated. 

We are active in a committee to search for a new beach and recreation area, coupled with 
representatives from the Planning Board and Conservation Commission. 

Greene Park has been regularly busy with all the usual activities. 

Thanks to the cookbook and quilt raffle committees for their donation of equipment to 
Greene Park. 

Berkshire Environmental Labs again found the quality of the water tested at the beach 
each month excellent for a swimming area. 

Seventy-five geese this summer! We have no easy answer to the litter problem they create. 
A fence might answer three problems—the geese, safety for small children and checking 
users. 

Growth creates needs and more costs—we are trying to keep up with both wisely and with 
forethought. Your assistance and cooperation are appreciated.

To see if the Town will vote to transfer from State Aid to Public Libraries 
Fund the sum of $1,487 or any other sum to the Library Appropriation Account, or take any 
other action relative thereto. Unanimously passed. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from the Berkshire County Dog Tax 
Account the sum of $101.33 or any other sum to the Library Appropriation Account, as 
provided by Chapter 140, Section 172, of the General Laws, or take any other action relative 
thereto. Unanimously passed 
ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,995 or any 
other sum for the purchase of a photocopy machine for the Library, or take any other action 
relative thereto. Unanimously passed.

To see if the Town will vote to amend its Zoning By-Laws, as most recently 
amended, by adding thereto the following new section, Section XII: 


SECTION XII Moratorium on All Multi-Family Uses Other Than Conversions 
of Existing Residential Dwellings. 

To permit the Town of Monterey to consider, update, and revise its Zoning By- 
Laws, to protect and preserve the Town from ill-considered, hastily conceived, 
poorly planned or otherwise deleterious development during that planning process, 
and to provide stability of land use within the Town until adoption of revised 
zoning by-laws, the following provisions of the Monterey Zoning By-Laws are 
hereby amended for a period of six months from May 4, 1985: 


SECTION II Definitions is amended as follows: 


Dwelling, Multi-Family: An existing residential building converted 
to multi-family use in accordance with this By-Law. 


SECTION IV-B.2.(1) is amended as follows: 


The conversion of an existing residential building to multi-family 
use, subject to the following requirements: 


SECTION IV-B.2.(1)(2) is amended as follows: 


Design plans shall contain provisions for no more than six (6) 
dwelling units, nor shall they contain provisions for an enlargement 
of the existing building in excess of fifteen percent of its present size. 
Such plans shall also contain provisions for adequate water and 
sewage disposal facilities. 
Approval read aloud by the Planning Board plus written approval. Unanimously passed 
ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to sell used 
Town equipment at public auction, or take any other action relative thereto. Unanimously 
passed 
ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote in favor of the following, or take any other action 
relative thereto: 


WHEREAS, the Town of Monterey joined with hundreds of other localities 
throughout the nation three years ago in endorsing a bilateral verifiable nuclear 
weapons freeze, and 


WHEREAS, the nuclear arms race continues unabated, 


NOW THEREFORE, in order to protect the health and safety of its citizens, the 
Town of Monterey is hereby declared to be a “Nuclear Free Zone.” No nuclear 
weapons nor the parts thereof shall be produced, transported, stored, stationed, 
disposed of, nor used within these borders. This Town furthermore renounces the 
right to be defended by the use or threatened use of nuclear weapons. 

The Selectmen of the Town are hereby instructed to, as soon as possible, install and 
maintain at each highway entrance to the Town a sign signifying that Monterey is a 
“Nuclear Free Zone.” Yes, 43; No, 30; Abstentions, 10 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the use of Free Cash available at the 
time of the computation of the tax levy to reduce the tax levy for the current year, to comply 
with the limitations of 1980 Chapter 580 (Proposition 2!4), as amended by 1981 Chapter 782, 
or take any other action relative thereto. Unanimously passed 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning July 1, 1985, in accordance with the provisions of General 
Laws Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 
and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in accord- 
ance with General Laws Chapter 44, Section 17, or take any other action relative thereto. 
Unanimously passed. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to authorize any Town Board to appoint any 
member thereof to another office or position for the term provided by law (if any), otherwise 
for the term not to exceed one year, and fix the salary and compensation in accordance with 
Chapter 41, Section 4A of the General Laws, or take any other action relative thereto. The 
Town voted to authorize the Board of Selectmen to appoint one or more of its members to 
the Board of Health for a term of one year, and fix the annual salary for each one so ap- 
pointed at $250. Unanimously passed. 

The Town voted to authorize the Board of Assessors to appoint one of its members to the 
position of Assessors’ Appraiser for a term of one year and fix the salary at $5,700 for the 
year. Unanimously passed. 

The Town voted to authorize the Library Board to appoint one of its members to the 
position of Librarian for the term of one year, and fix the salary at $7.00 an hour. Unani- 
mously passed. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to appoint any committee or officers and give 
them or any officer of the Town instructions, authority or indemnity thought best, or take 
any other action relative thereto. The Town voted to instruct the Planning Board to appoint 
a committee to review the Master Plan and to instruct the Selectmen to check into ways of 
preserving the Town records, storage space and to look into a Town Hall. Unanimously 
passed. — 
ARTICLE 28. To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting. The 
Town voted to instruct the Cemetery Committee to check into pruning instead of cutting 
healthy trees. Yes vote. 
The Town voted to adopt the following resolution: 
The risk of nuclear war can be reduced if all people have the ability to express their opinions 
freely and without fear on world issues including their nation’s arms policy: therefore, the 
people of Monterey, Mass., urge all nations that signed the Helsinki International Accords 
on Human Rights to observe the Accords’ provisions of freedom of speech, religion, press, 
assembly and emigration for all their citizens. 
Yes vote. 

Hereof fail not and make return of this Warrant with your doings thereon to the Clerk of 
said Town at or before the time of said meeting.

the annual salary for each one so appointed at $250/to authorize the Board of Assessors to 
appoint one of its members to the position of Assessors’ Appraiser for a term of one year and 
fix the salary at $5,700 for the year/to authorize the Library Board to appoint one of its 
members to the position of Librarian for the term of one year, and fix the salary at $7.00 
an hour.

REPORT OF THE MONTEREY ARTS COUNCIL 


The Monterey Arts Council held its first meeting of the year on January 21. 

The Council awarded $700 in grants for the funding period of July 1985 to January 1986. 
Those receiving grants were Mickey Friedman, $200; Stephen Maye, $100; Melissa Moore,

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board held two meetings a month this year: The second Thursday of each 
month the Board held its regular planning meeting; the fourth Thursday of the month the 
Board met as the By-Law Revision Committee. 

In October, the Planning Board was presented with a citizens’ petition requesting an 
amendment to the Zoning By-Law that would impose a one-year moratorium on multi- 
family development. A public hearing was held on November 2, 1984, and a Special Town 
Meeting was held on November 4, 1984, at which the voters unanimously accepted the 
amendment. Because of a procedural defect the amendment was rejected by the Attorney 
General’s Office. Another public hearing was held on March 21, 1985. The amendment was 
brought before the voters at the Annual Town Meeting on May 4, 1985. A six-month 
moratorium was unanimously passed by the voters and accepted by the Attorney General’s 
Office in July. This moratorium expired in November 1985. 

In other business, the Planning Board approved twelve Form A Subdivisions of land. 

In February the Planning Board met with attorney Sara Bell, an authority on local 
planning matters, to obtain her assistance and suggestions on various planning issues. 

The Planning Board and the By-Law Revision Committee continue to meet on a regular 
basis and welcome the input of the townspeople.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


In spite of the fact that we continue to have budgetary restrictions, there have still been 
efforts to make improvements for more comprehensive and varied educational programs 
for our students. The gifted and talented program began this year with the sixth graders, 
the music program is expanding, the Southern Berkshire Educational Collaborative con- 
tinues to provide educational opportunities, and we continue to support an active summer 
school program. The committee decided to upgrade science requirements for graduation 
from one to two years beginning with the class of 1989. We also revised our health education 
policies, safety program and policies relating to class interruptions and misconduct. We 
continue to enjoy the efforts of the volunteers, headed up by Peggy Thieriot and art volunteer 
activities through Lucinda Schmulsky. 

Because of a difficulty in adequate space at the elementary level with Sheffield Center 
School, an architectural /engineering study was done to assess the option of remodeling it to 
increase space. While not ruling this option out, it appears very costly for what we would get, 
and therefore other options are being pursued. Along with this problem of space, there also 
is an overall issue of declining enrollment which leads to the possible solution by virtue of 
merger with the Berkshire Hills Regional School District. Meetings are underway between 
the two school committees to assess whether a study for possible merger may be feasible. 
Finally, a third option would be to build a new elementary class building on the Mount 
Everett campus itself. These will be important issues being raised over the next year. 

This past year the state approved a rather sweeping educational bill entitled Chapter 188. 
Over this next year we will be accessing several of the categories of funds available to our 
school through it, including increasing teachers’ salaries, school improvement funds, staff 
development funds and implementing a basic skills testing program statewide. 

A new spirit of renewal is at work in the school district over the past year which looks like it 
will only be growing, which hopefully can only add to a pursuit of interest and excellence 
educationally for our district in the coming year.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


The following hearings were held during the fiscal year 1 July 1984-30 June 1985: 

1. 19 July 1984. Petition of Stewart Hegelman appealing Planning Board approval of a 
division of land belonging to Clara Lankenau into two parcels. The appeal was subsequently 
withdrawn without prejudice. 

2. 14 September 1984. Application of Yost Equities Ltd. for a Special Permit for the 
construction of condominium units (multi-family dwellings). The board voted to deny the 
Special Permit and on 18 October 1984 filed its decision, with the following findings: 
1) Multi-family use is not permitted in the Lakeshore District. 2) Inclusion of Lakeshore 
District land in a lot for multi-family use is not permitted. 3) Because the land described in 
the application contains Lakeshore District land, it is not an appropriate site for multi- 
family use. 4) The evidence presented by the applicant did not demonstrate the existence of 
suitable soil for on-site sewerage systems. Additionally, the applicant’s Application for 
Disposal Works Construction Permit, No. 84-23, was disapproved by the Board of Health. 
5) The use as proposed is not permitted in the Lakeshore District; therefore, the neighbor- 
hood is adversely affected by definition. 6) No evidence of any nuisance or hazard to 
vehicular or pedestrian traffic on Hupi Road. 7) The presentation of incomplete, inadequate, 
and incorrect plans for facilities precludes any favorable findings regarding the adequacy of 
facilities. 

3. 22 March 1985. Application of William Mielke Jr. for a Special Permit to convert a 
single-family dwelling into a multi-family dwelling of two units. The board voted to grant the 
Special Permit with these conditions: 1) The revised plan showing a lot of three acres shall be 
presented to the Planning Board for approval at its next meeting. 2) Communication from 
the Board of Health verifying the adequacy of the water supply and the septic system shall be 
provided to the Board of Appeals. The board’s decision was filed on 28 March 1985. 

4. 10 May 1985. Application of Gilbert and Marilyn Haberman for a Special Permit to 
build an addition to an existing building on a nonconforming lot. The board voted to grant 
the Special Permit under Article IV Section E(2)(a) of the Zoning By-Law, with these condi- 
tions: 1) No increase in the number of bedrooms in the cottage. 2) This addition constitutes 
half the allowable expansion under I1V.E(2)(a). 3) To be effective, the Special Permit Deei- 
sion must be recorded at the Southern Berkshire Registry of Deeds after certification by the 
Town Clerk of expiration of the appeal period. The board filed its decision on 13 May 1985.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


This report covers the fiscal year 1985 (July 1, 1984, to June 30, 1985). 

It was the first year during which the Board of Health employed, on a part-time basis, a 
professional Registered Sanitarian, Mr. Peter J. Kolodziej, B.S. His duties are inspecting 
camps for children, investigating housing complaints and handling matters related to sewage 
disposal. He brings to the job not only education and training, but also experience gained in 
working for other towns and for the Commonwealth’s Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering. 

The tasks which the law assigns to the Board for the protection of public health and of the 
environment are increasing in volume and complexity because of population growth, in- 
creased building activity, failures of old facilities where conditions for repair or replacement | 
are difficult and changes and increases in legal requirements. Mr. Kolodziej’s work has been 
much help to the Board in meeting these increasing demands. In order to cover at least some 
of the increasing costs, the Board raised the fees for witnessing tests and for certain permits 
and licenses. | 

Violations, including some rather serious ones, were corrected by property owners 
without the Board having to resort to the courts or other higher authority. The Board appre- 
ciates the cooperative spirit which prevailed. 

During the year, the Board approved 31 applications for disposal works construction 
permits and disapproved one. Of the 31 permits issued, 11 were for new systems for new 
houses and 20 for repair or replacement of old systems serving existing structures. 

Abnormally low rainfall again prevented the Board from authorizing a fall period for deep 
observation holes and percolation tests in October-November 1984. 

The Board is thankful for all cooperation received from residents, property owners, Town 
officials, engineers, contractors and the Departments of Public Health and of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen met regularly every Monday evening, as well as on numerous 
other occasions with other Town boards and committees. 
The following permits and licenses were issued in 1985: 


33 Building permits (including new construction and additions to existing structures); 
16 general permits (tag sales, small businesses, parades, auctions, etc.); 
2 camp licenses; 

1 motel license. 

The Board advertised for and interviewed candidates for several Highway Department 
positions. Don Amstead, Jr., was hired as Monterey’s Highway Superintendent; Arthur 
Hastedt was hired as our working foreman; Mark Annelli and Frank Knuffke were also 
hired, as additional crew members. 

The Board also advertised for and interviewed candidates for the position of Town Office 
Secretary. Maryellen Brown was hired for this position. 

The Board administered Highway Department bids for guard rails and a new four-wheel- 
drive truck with plow and dump body. Additionally, the Board sold the Town’s 1955 Austin 
Western road grader by receipt of sealed bids. 

The Rawson Brook bridge construction was monitored by the Board and was eventually 
and gladly accepted as a “town bridge.” 

The Board continued its ongoing work with the Lake Buel Association, including the 
signing of a contractual agreement with the Association and the establishment of the Lake 
Buel Restoration/ Preservation District in the towns of Monterey and New Marlboro (this 
was concluded at a Special Town Meeting on March I, 1986). The Board was involved in 
overseeing the Lake Buel Aquatic Weed Harvester contract with Mud Cat/ United Marine 
International (U. M.I.), the funding for which was provided through the Massachusetts — 
Clean Lakes Program, Chapter 628, and through matching contributions from the 
Association. | 

Finally, we append to this report the entire text of a new Town regulation adopted by — 
the Board that regulates access to public highways. In the past, there have been numerous 
poorly engineered and constructed highways which have caused costly damage to Town 
roads, as well as creating dangerous icy areas due to improper drainage. 

The Board wishes to thank all other Town boards, officers and employees whose coop- 
eration and hard work made this past year most gratifying.

MONTEREY BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Regulation of Access to Public Ways 


The Board of Selectmen, at its regular meeting on September 4, 1984, unanimously voted 
the following regulation for access to public ways, effective immediately: 


I. Definitions (for the purposes of this regulation only) 


abutting property owner: a person or entity owning property bordering on a way. 
driveway: a driveway, private road, logging road, temporary access for construction, 
logging or testing, and other privately owned access to and egress from a way; see also 
III. below. 

public way. a way laid out by a public agency, or dedicated to public use or laid out for 
public use or used and maintained as a public way. 

way. any public way which is not subject to G. L. Ch. 81, S. 21 (state curb cut permit). 
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Il. Purposes 


A. To provide maximum protection to the public through the orderly control of 
traffic moving onto and from a way; 

B. To provide a uniform practice in the design and contruction of entrances and exits; 

C. To provide the necessary drainage. 


Ill. Pedestrian and other nonvehicular access 


This regulation shall also govern the creation of privately owned nonvehicular 
access to and egress from a way, including but not limited to walks, foot paths, bridle 
paths, bicycle paths, cow paths, steps and stairs. For the purpose of this regulation, 
any nonvehicular access shall be considered a driveway. 


IV. Permits 


Any abutting property owner desiring to gain access to a way or desiring to alter, 
change or close an existing driveway shall do so only in accordance with the provisions 
of a permit issued by the Board of Selectmen. 


A. Application 

Before beginning construction, the abutting property owner or his duly author- 
ized agent shall make written application to the Highway Superintendent, includ- 
ing a plan showing: 
1. any driveway that is to be created, altered or closed; and 
2. details on drainage. 
The application shall contain a description of the proposed construction as far 
as it encroaches upon or affects the public road or public way and its shoulders, 
banks, ditches, drainage and other features. The application shall also describe 
the effect on traffic. A fee of $10.00 shall be paid to the Town when the application 
is submitted to the Highway Superintendent. 


B. Processing of applications by the Highway Superintendent 
The Highway Superintendent shall examine the application in order to deter- 
mine if it conforms to sound design requirements, including those listed in Section 
V. below. He shall make a recommendation to the Board of Selectmen within 
ten (10) days after receipt of the written application, setting forth conditions that 
he deems reasonable. 


C. Action by the Board of Selectmen 
The Board of Selectmen shall issue or deny a permit within ten (10) days after 
receiving a recommendation from the Highway Superintendent. The permit shall 
set forth conditions which the Selectmen deem reasonable. The denial shall give 
reasons; it may contain suggestions for a revised application. 


V. Design requirements 


A. The Highway Superintendent shall consider the requirements of the State DPW 
Manual on Uniform Traffic Control Devices, but shall modify these to accord 
with: 

1. local conditions; 
2. compatibility with local road design; and 
3. size of the proposed project. 


B. Driveways shall be located to the best advantage with regard to alignments with 
the way, profile, sight distance conditions and the like. Unless conditions require 
it, a driveway should not be located at the extreme edge of a property. 


C. No more than two driveways shall normally be allowed for any property unless 
there is clear necessity for more. Leasing of a portion of the property does not 
affect this requirement. If a number of establishments will be constructed on one 
parcel, a service road may be required, to connect with allowable exit and entrance. 


D. Driveways shall not normally be approved at intersections, particularly signalized 
intersections, because of the potential safety hazard which arises when a driver 
enters a road from a corner driveway and is not faced with a direct signal indi- 
cation. Access directly into a rotary is also discouraged.

E. Culverts taking the place of roadside ditches shall have a diameter of not less than 
15 inches. A larger diameter may be required. 

F. The elevation of driveways at the point of entry into the public right of way should 
be no more than the elevation of the shoulder of the road. 

G. Driveways should be so constructed that water from the driveway shall not drain 
onto the crown of the road. 

H. In no instance shall the edge of the driveway entering onto the road conflict with 
the flow of surface water runoff. 

I. Individual driveways should not be less than eight (8) feet nor more than sixteen 
(16) feet in width within the Town right of way. Any curb at the entrance shall be 
rounded off with a radius of three (3) feet. 

J. Wherever possible, driveways should be pitched downward from the roadway. 
However, where topography prevents the driveway from being pitched downward 
in its entirety, the driveway must be constructed on a downgrade from the road 
surface to the sideline of the Town right of way with a pitch of at least one-quarter 
inch ('4”) per foot. From the sideline the driveway may be pitched toward the 
roadway; however, in no instance shall a driveway have a pitch toward the road- 
way of greater than one inch (1”) per foot, unless adequate provisions have been 
made and approved by the Highway Superintendent for the diversion of driveway 
surface runoff away from the roadway. The Highway Superintendent may require 
methods of diversion for driveways having a pitch of less than one inch (1”) per 
foot if the proposed driveway construction will result in an excess accumulation 
of surface water in the way. 

K. Driveways should be located to the best advantage to alignment with the way, 
profile, sight distance conditions and the like. In no instance shall the driveway 
intersect the way at less than a sixty (60) degree angle. Unless there is no other 
alternative, a driveway should not be located within a required side yard. 

Inspection of work 

All work shall be inspected during and after construction. The Highway Super- 
intendent may halt any work not done in accordance with the permit. 

Exceptions 

No permit shall be required for: 

A. driveways already in existence, except for significant alterations; and 

B. driveways reviewed by municipal boards under other existing regulations or 
by-laws. 

Continuing responsibility of owners 

Abutting property owners shall be responsible for keeping culverts under their 
driveways cleared and for maintaining driveways in condition conforming to the 
requirements of the permit and to the intent and spirit of this regulation. Driveways 
already in existence on the effective date of this regulation shall be maintained by 
the abutting property owners in their best pre-existing condition. 

Waiver 

Strict compliance with the requirements of this regulation may be waived by the 

Board of Selectmen when in the judgment of the Board such action is in the public 

interest and not in opposition to the intent of the regulation.

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REPORT OF THE ROADS AND MACHINERY COMMITTEE 


During the past year, the Roads and Machinery Committee met regularly on the second 
Monday of each month; additional meetings were held as needed to deal with specific crises 
and to develop a Highway Department road work policy for major construction or repair 
} projects. The committee also prepared job descriptions for the positions of highway super- 
intendent, working foreman, equipment operators and laborers. All of these efforts were 
| intended to better organize the Highway Department and to promote increased efficiency 
and productivity. 

Following is the full text of the Highway Department Road Work Policy: 

“It shall be the policy of the Highway Department, Selectmen, Roads and Machinery 
| Committee to notify the abutters of any proposed substantial road work, other than emer- 
gency-road work, to be performed on Town roads. 

Substantial is defined as: 

a) The widening of existing roadbeds and banks, new ditches, backslopes and water 

courses. 

b) The installing of any culverts or drains that change the existing flow of water. 


General Policy: 

a) All road work that disturbs the ground shall be repaired (seeded and mulched). 

b) All scarred trees shall be trimmed and painted. 

c) All trees needing to be cut or trimmed shall be referred to the Tree Warden. 
A tree is defined as any wooded plant five inches DBH or larger. 

d) All stone walls shall be treated with the utmost care and repaired when damaged by 
the Highway Department. 


NOTIFICATION PROCEDURE: 


a) The Selectmen, Highway Superintendent, and Roads and Machinery Committee will 
review any substantial work. The Highway Superintendent, under the direction of the 
Selectmen, will notify the abutters of the onsite meetings. 

b) Verbal notice wherever and whenever possible shall suffice, providing that the 
Highway Superintendent logs all communications or attempted communications with 
abutters. 

c) The Roads and Machinery Committee, Selectmen, and Highway Superintendent meet 
on the second Monday of the month at 6:30 p.m. at the Highway Garage. They discuss 
the following month’s substantial work to be done. The public is invited for input. 

d) The intent is to keep all lines of communication open in both directions.” 

The Roads and Machinery Committee also recommended the purchase of a new pickup 
truck, which is to be used by the Highway Superintendent during working hours. Addi- 
tionally, the committee recommended the liquidation of some obsolete Highway Depart- 
ment equipment, by way of public auction. 

As chairman, I would like to give specific thanks and credit to committee members Don 
Amstead, Jr., Ray Tryon, Leigh Tryon, Hans Kessler, Rick Mielke, Michele Miller and 
Richard Tryon for their dedicated contribution of time and expertise to assist and improve 
the Highway Department of Monterey.

Roads and Machinery Committee 
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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SUPERINTENDENT 


As your new Highway Superintendent, I have had a very busy year. 

With the flood money we were able to do several large projects: new sub-drains on Route 
23 east and west, new catch basins, new drainage lines and new culverts. We also paved a 
4,000-foot section of road. On Harmon Road, we installed three new culverts near the town 
line of New Marlboro and extended the four-foot culvert beside it to handle the heavy flow 
of water from the hill. On Chestnut Hill Road we installed a six-foot boiler tube for a culvert 
and placed a new 15” culvert near Ellen Pearson’s barn, and used the old culvert from 
Cronk Road where the runoff from Ellen’s pond crosses the road. We also graded and 
opened the watercourses from the Keswick to Route 23. Cronk Road had a new five-foot 
concrete culvert, new riprap and about 500 cubic yards of gravel. We blasted ledge out of the 
ditches and put a new 18” culvert halfway between the brook and Sandisfield Road. Sandis- 
field Road had about 200 cubic yards of riprap along the southerly bank near the brook to 
control the slope. 

New Marlboro Road: Ledge blasted out of the ditch, five new culverts, several patches of 
bit. concrete and some flood control work done on the Rawson Brook. River Road: A new 
catch basin and 15” concrete culvert. Also riprap on three sections of the river bank. Brett 
Road: New 18” culvert and several places ledge was blasted to makea ditch line for drainage 
and to make it easier to plow. Beartown Mountain Road: Ten new culverts ranging from 
24” to 15”. New ditching, ledge blasted out of ditch near the intersection of Brett Road. New 
riprap on Loom Brook and onthe culvert near the cemetery. Carrington Battaile Road: New 
riprap around the culvert on Loom Brook. 

The Highway Department spent about $230,000.00 in flood money this year. Our Chapter 
money was spent on pug mill mix paving of Blue Hill Road and Sandisfield Road, this year’s 
graveling and sloping of Gould Farm Road, and 50% of the paving of Route 23. 

I'd like to thank the people of Monterey, and people of other towns who use our roads 
for their patience, while we were working on the highways. Also, the Selectmen and Roads 
and Machinery Committee for their help and cooperation; the highway workers, Art, 
Lyman, Frank and Mark, for their help and cooperation, and John Field, who helped get me 
Started on my new position. Finally, Harold Crine, who retired this year. He knew our roads 
very well and was a wizard with the road grader.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


The following hearings were convened during the fiscal year from July 1, 1985, to June 30, 
1986: 

1. 22 August 1985. Application of Ann Hanchett for a Special Permit to place a trailer on 
her property at the corner of Route 57 and West Road during construction of a permanent 
residence. A public hearing convened on October 1, 1985, which was continued on October 
16 and October 22, 1985. The board voted unanimously to grant the Special Permit based on 
these findings: 1) The current zoning bylaw expressly permits temporary use of a trailer during 
construction of a permanent residence; 2) The locus is of adequate size and lies ina residential 
area; 3) A well has been installed and septic system plans have been approved; 4) No adverse 
effects on the neighborhood are found nor hazard of use as proposed. 

The decision is subject to the following conditions: 1) That the lot have a usable water 
source; 2) That the trailer be connected to a permanent septic system; 3) That a certificate of 
occupancy be granted as per State Building Code requirements; 4) That the trailer be moved 
no later than October 22, 1986. 

The decision was filed on October 25, 1985. 

2. 5 May 1986. Application of Bernard Kleban for a Special Permit to add kitchen facilities 
in an upstairs apartment in his house on Beartown Mountain Road. A public hearing con- 
vened on June 13, 1986, which was continued on August 15 and September 4, 1986. The board 
voted unanimously to grant the Special Permit based on these findings: 1) The current zoning 
bylaw expressly permits conversion of a house from one to two dwelling units; 2) The close 
proximity of the building to the property bound predates the zoning bylaw, and the lot size 
and frontage exceed present bylaw requirements; 3) Existing water supply and sewage sys- 
tems are approved by the Board of Health for this use; 4) Residential use is in conformity at 
this location; 5) Parking facilities conform; 6) The building inspector will insure that code 
requirements for the proposed use are met. 

The decision is subject to the following conditions: 1) That off-street parking be limited to 
four cars; 2) That a fire escape be installed according to bylaw and building code requirements; 
3) That structural modifications meet requirements of the Building Inspector; 4) That the 
applicant obtain a Building Permit and Certificate of Occupancy; 5) That the applicant record 
the Special Permit at the South Berkshire Registry of Deeds at his own expense and submita 
copy of this recording to the board. 

The decision was filed on September 4, 1986.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH* 


The Board approved 35 applications for Disposal Works Construction Permits, again an 
ncrease over previous years (31 in 1985; 20 in 1984). Of these, 19 were for new houses (11 
n 1985; 11 in 1984) and 16 for existing structures (20 in 1985; nine in 1984). 

The Board issued four licenses for recreational camps for children, in accordance with the 
yrovisions of Chapter 140, Section 32A, of the General Laws and Regulations established by 
he Massachusetts Department of Public Health. The four licenses were issued to Meadow- 
ark Day Camp on Art School Road, New England Keswick Bible Camp on Chestnut Hill 
Road, Camp Half Moon on Pixley Road and Lake Buel, and Camp Challenge in Swann 
_odge on Brett Road. The Board regretfully refused to issue a license for the summer of 1986 
o another children’s camp, because of persistent serious violations of the minimum sanitation 
ind safety standards prescribed by the State Sanitary Code, Chapter IV. 

Our part-time Sanitary Inspector, Peter J. Kolodziej, B.S., R.S., bore the brunt of the 
ncreased workload. His efforts were greatly appreciated. Much help and cooperation were 
ilso received from the Springfield office of the Department of Environmental Quality Engi- 
1eering, notably from Deputy Regional Environmental Engineer Roland J. Dupuis and 
=ngineer Timothy McElroy. 

In May 1986, Stefan Grotz left the Board after nine years of faithful service. He was re- 
laced by Matt O. Williams. 

Abnormally low rainfall again prevented the Board from authorizing a fall period for deep 
ybservation holes and percolation tests in October and November 1985. 

The Board is thankful for all cooperation received from residents, property owners, Town 
fficials, engineering firms and contractors.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSION 


The Park Commission can look back to ambitious improvements to the town parks and 
beach area during fiscal year July 1, 1985, to June 30, 1986. Greene Park received a mild face- 
lift. The infield was renovated. Chainlink fence was added on both dugout sides of home 
plate to protect players and fans from foul balls. Local volunteers provided the labor for the 
fence work and the new sandbox that replaced the older worn-out box. The asphalt was taken 
out of the swing area and replaced by sand, a less painful surface for our accident-prone 
youngsters. Children’s playground equipment, a swinging gate and see-saw, were added 
thanks to the fundraising efforts of a small local group of women that the commission has 
fondly referred to as the “Cookbook Ladies.” 

The town beach was the subject of so many compliments last year, a great source of pride 
to this commission. The metal docks were removed because of old age and a conflict with the 
insurance company. It opened the area to the beautiful vista that is Lake Garfield. The beach 
area was extended by adding sand and widening the roped swimming area for our ever- 
increasing and faithful lap swimmers. Many folks enjoyed the new floating dock, and to those 
youngsters old enough and competent enough to swim out and enjoy the dock for the first 
time ever —congratulations. You might have noticed the new beach signs and the continued 
maintainance of our own town-made lifeguard stand. We purchased a used boat for safety as 
well as other safety equipment that our lifeguards felt were essential. 

The past year was also one of reflection for this commission. Monterey’s growth is starting 
to make greater demands on the parks and beach area. We believe that long-range planning is 
essential if we are going to meet the needs of our town’s citizens in future years. We must take 
a critical look at a beach and parking area that will no longer be able to support the demand 
for its use in the very near future. We will be talking to you about the need for a town recrea- 
tional area as well as the construction of tennis courts on town property. 

This commission is proud of the past year’s accomplishments, and we hope you have 
noticed the difference. Thanks for your suggestions and financial support. And thanks, 
Debbie Mielke, for playing such a large role the past few years.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Enrollment in the SBRSD from Monterey was 94 in 1985-86. This represented the lowest 
number of students in the past five years. For that reason Monterey had the second lowest 
percentage increase in the budget from among the five member towns (9.8%). The number of 
students for 1986-87 is projected to be 103. This, along with increased expenses and salary 
negotiations, caused a disproportionate percentage increase for the next year’s budget (23.3%). 
In spite of foregoing any improvement items in the 1986-87 budget and reducing the minimum 
budget by an additional three per cent, there was still an increase in the 1986-87 budget of 
over $50,000. The outlook for the year beyond will again be difficult because many needed 
maintenance and program needs will have to be acomplished. 

Research and information is being gathered on ways to manage these year-to-year fluctua- 
tions so that they might in some way be averaged out over several years rather than create 
year-to-year uncertainties. 

The year 1985-86 began with implementation of the Massachusetts School Improvement 
Act. Some changes were mandated —like the standardized testing for basic skills. Other 
areas offered opportunities like setting minimum starting salaries for teachers at $18,000, 
with the state picking up much of the cost for the initial two years. Over the next couple of 
years there will be continued ways in which this new state law will benefit our students. 

Declining enrollment at the high school level and increasing enrollment at the elementary 
level required a solution. Initial efforts for merger talks with the Berkshire Hills Regional 
School District failed. Badly needed space at the elementary level resulted in a funded site 
study and preliminary drawings for a new elementary building to be constructed on the 
Mount Everett campus. But a vote among member towns ina nonbinding referendum revealed 
an interest in further study of a merger. Building plans were put on hold pending that study. 

Among other initiatives, the program for gifted and talented students in grades five through 
eight has grown. Development of the K-12 music program has increased the choral partici- 
pation of about 200 students. The Southern Berkshire Educational Collaborative with three 
other school districts continues to provide educational alternatives for many students. Finally, 
there has been a process of renewal both through climate, curriculum and instructional 
methods among teachers and informally with greater student and community participation 
in school life.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The period of this fiscal year was a busy time for the Planning Board with its continuing 
process of revising the Zoning Bylaw. One of the major issues was multi-family dwellings 
(MFD). The one-year moratorium on MFD construction was in effect through November 4, 
1985, and the Planning Board’s proposal to continue that moratorium until it could formu- 
late new regulations failed to get the required majority of votes at a Special Town Meeting on 
October 30. New MFD regulations, along with several other bylaw changes, were adopted by 
the Town at the Annual Town Meeting on May 3, 1986. 

During the year, the Planning Board met with three different consultants on the bylaw 
changes; we requested $5,000 from the Town Meeting in May to engage consultants to help 
us in our long-range planning, and the town approved the request. In January we appointed 
a citizen’s committee to review the 1975 Master Plan and give its recommendations about the 
use of that study in our planning; that group met regularly through the year and will submit 
its report in the fall. Another subcommittee of the Planning Board, formed to formulate a 
Town Open Space Plan, is nearing completion of its project also. 

In this year, 25 Form A divisions of land were approved; one subdivision was discussed 
informally with the landowner, and on another property a Form B (Preliminary Subdivision 
Plan) was rejected. 

We continue to hold our regularly scheduled meetings on the second Thursday of each 
month at 8:00 P.M. in the Town Offices.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


The following hearings were convened during the fiscal year from July 1, 1986, to June 30, 
1987. 

1. February 18, 1987: Application of John Humphrey for a Special Permit to convert a 
single-family dwelling into a multifamily dwelling of two units. A public hearing was con- 
vened on March 20, 1987, at which the Board voted unanimously to grant the Special Permit, 
based on its findings: 1) that the dwelling has not been enlarged within seven years of the 
proposed conversion, nor has the lot area been reduced within that time period; 2) that access 
and parking area meet legal requirements. The permit is granted on condition that the owner 
provide four feet of landscape planting between the house and the road. The decision was 
filed on April 10, 1987. 

2. January 30, 1987: Application of John Eidmann to demolish a single-family cottage on 
Lake Garfield and construct a year-round single-family dwelling. A public hearing was 
convened on March 20, 1987, continued at a meeting on June 5, 1987, and concluded on 
June 12, 1987, when the board voted unanimously to allow the applicant to withdraw his 
application without prejudice. 
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3. June 16, 1987: Application of John Eidmann fora Special Permit to build an addition 
onto his home on Lake Garfield. A public hearing was convened on August 11, 1987, and the 
board voted four to one to grant the permit based on its findings: 1) that there is an existing 
lawful residence on the site; 2) that the addition will not increase the number of bedrooms or 
bathrooms; 3) that the site has an engineer-approved sewage system. The permit is granted 
subject to these conditions: |) that the finished plans meet the following specifications and be 
approved by the Building Inspector: the renovated structure shall be 32!4’x 80’, fora total of 
2,600 square feet, with three bedrooms, two baths, and a one-car garage, with an overall 
increase in height of no more than four feet; 2) that the basement never have finished rooms 
or additional bathrooms or other plumbing facilities; 3) that the Special Permit be recorded 
in the Southern Berkshire Registry of Deeds. The decision was filed on August 13, 1987. 

4. June 23, 1987: Application of Harry Allan for a Special Permit to construct a deck on 
his home on Sylvan Road. A public hearing was convened on August 11, 1987, at which the 
board voted unanimously to grant the permit based on its findings that the proposed renova- 
tion of an existing porch does not increase volume, area, or extent of the nonconforming use. 
All other criteria are not affected by this requirement. The decision was filed on August 11, 
1987.

The Monterey Arts Council had another successful fiscal year in 1987. The Council awarded 
$1,250.00 in grants to five applicants: the Monterey Fire Company for their Christmas party; 
Anne O’Connor, sculptor; Mark Mendel, environmental artist; Berkshire Public Theatre; 
and Anson Olds, folk singer. 

Other grants included $125.00 to the Monterey Kindergarten under the P. A. S.S. Program, 
which granted free tickets for the children to see a performance of The Mirror Man by the 
Berkshire Public Theatre; a $100.00 gift to the Monterey Library toward the purchase of art- 
related books; $50.00 to WFCR and $50.00 to Gould Farm for their gas pump repairs. 

Our annual film festival was well attended and featured The Pink Panther, Rashomon, 
Dim Sum, Henry V, and The Horse’s Mouth. 

Our big event of the year was the Fourth Annual July Festival of the Arts, which featured 
an eclectic arts exhibition and a Shakespearean Pageant, which included the New English 
Song and Daunce Companie, The Fayrfax Consort of Viols, Performers Ensemble and the 
Dunstable Singers. 

In addition to the $1,500.00 fund received from the State Lottery, the Council has $7,490.00 
in its cash fund. These funds were raised by the Arts Council by sponsoring various cultural 
events. 

The Arts Council meets every third Tuesday of the month at 7:30 in the church basement. 
We urge all interested residents to apply for funds for art-related activities and to share their 
ideas.

Two members of the commission attended workshops given by the Massachusetts Asso- 
ciation of Conservation Commissions in November 1986, and we appreciate the assistance of 
this organization in administering the Wetlands Protection Act. In 1987-88 we will be dealing 
with the regulatory revision of the Act, which now includes wildlife habitat as one of the 
interests to be protected by law. 

Catherine Mielke, long-term member and chair of our commission, has announced her 
plan to retire. The commission elected Conrad Ohman as next chair.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SUPERINTENDENT 


This fiscal year in the month of July with the help of Tryon Construction Company, we 
rebuilt a section of Mount Hunger Road. 

Beartown Mountain Road got four new culverts and 1,000 yards of gravel. 

New Marlboro Road, Hupi Road, Gould Road, Harmon Road, and Fairview Road hada 
new coating of gravel in several places. 

On April 4 we had heavy rains which washed out sections of Art School Road, Beartown 
Mountain Road, Fairview Road, New Marlboro Road, Harmon Road and Swann Road. 
They were repaired by Town employees and equipment. 

We were reimbursed over $7,000 from the Federal Emergency Management Agency (flood 
program). 

In June we improved a section of Blue Hill Road northwest of Mrs. Cesario’s. 

The Highway Department graveled and replaced two culverts on Wellman Road. 

This year we bought 3,000 tons of sand from Donovan and Son. This sand is dark in color 
(absorbs the sunlight) and coarse, and it worked very well. The Town was able to stay within 
its snow and sand budget this year. 

I would like to thank the townspeople for the new nine-foot road plow and the three new 
Motorola 40-watt radios. They are a tremendous help to us.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


During the course of the year, the Trustees sponsored several programs for library users. 
Children from the Monterey Kindergarten came several] times on visits to select books; they 
also attended a session with storyteller Dwight Campbell of Egremont. The library now 
receives videotapes for circulation from the Western Massachusetts Regional Library System. 

In January the Trustees sponsored a film festival. Four popular films were shown on suc- 
cessive Saturday nights. The festival was a success and will, we hope, become an annual event. 

The library received a most unusual and much appreciated gift of A. W. Tryon’s monu- 
mental history of Monterey. The receipt of this gift spurred the Trustees to apply successfully 
for a grant from the state Library Board. The grant will be used for a local history project — 
“Monterey: Past and Present.” 
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The Trustees made certain expenditures during fiscal year 1986-87. The oil burner needed 
work during the summer; we also purchased a new bookcase for the children’s section with 
funds from the Jill Ensign Memorial Fund. The library photocopier will no longer be self- 
supporting; the income must now go into the Town’s General Fund, and maintenance will 
come out of the normal library budget. 

In June 1986, John Higgins and Eileen Clawson were welcomed by the Trustees as new 
members, appointed to fill unexpired terms vacant as a result of resignations. At Town Meet- 
ing in May 1987, they were elected to one-year terms, while Linda Thorpe and Carol Sadlowski 
were elected to full three-year terms. At the May Trustees’ meeting John Higgins was chosen 
chairman; Eileen Clawson was chosen secretary.

MONTEREY LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSION 


The Park Commission found the 1986/ 1987 fiscal year one of expanding duties, paperwork 
and ideas. We initiated ad hoc committees to share the workload of some ambitious projects 
and planning for the future. 

The Skating Committee were few and put in hours of work in frigid temperatures to main- 
tain the rink behind the Grange. Quite a few enjoyed its use between snowstorms. The Tennis 
Committee organized and initiated plans for using existing tennis courts and building our 
own Town courts. A Gazebo Committee is envisioning an attractive addition to Greene Park 
to provide protection from the weather ora band concert. A Beach Committee is working on 
alternatives and improvements with our ever-increasing number of beach lovers. 

The 1986 crew of lifeguards and attendant were very effective and managed a most orderly 
safe facility. The beach was alive with proud moms and dads and students during the swim 
program days with instructor Maria Moulthrop. There are finally some shady spots thanks 
to growing trees and olive bushes. Beach passes numbered 140. 

In June of 1987 our second raft was added and placed nearer to shore so that intermediate 
swimmers can enjoy it. This effectively disperses the crowd. The number of beach users con- 
sistently grows with as many as 40 or 50 cars on hot weekend days. We keep expanding the 
beach area with sand. 

Vandalism was at a minimum, though our two-year-old picnic tables made by Mt. Everett 
students disappeared! We replaced them and added a third, which is at the beach. 

A first was a Port-a-Jon installed at Greene Park for passing groups of cyclists, the annual 
running race, ballgames and park visitors. 

Another first occurred when our mowing went out to bid, not without difficulty, and causing 
the cost to go up considerably. 

Greene Park is ever popular and busy with basketball, volleyball, Sunday softball, Little 
League, the children’s playground and the Fire Company’s Annual Steak Roast.

MONTEREY PARK COMMISSION 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board continues to meet the second Thursday of each month for regular 
business, at which time applications may be submitted; in addition, we meet at least once a 
month for site inspections, consultations with engineers or planners, or by-law revision 
sessions. 

This fiscal year saw action in several areas important to Town planning. An Open Space 
Plan for the Town was undertaken by the Monterey Preservation Land Trust at the request 
of the Planning Board and is complete. The 12-member Citizens’ Advisory Group worked 
consistently to review the 1975 Land Use Plan recommendations for the Town and submitted 
their report to the Planning Board in December 1986. Both these groups deserve hearty 
praise and appreciation for their work. 

In December, the Planning Board contracted with the Berkshire County Regional Planning 
Commission for assistance and expertise with a far-ranging revision of our Zoning By-Law. 
The first phase was completed in April 1987 when the Board adopted a thorough revision of 
the Subdivision Control Law. Work on bringing our Zoning By-law up to date, which includes 
addressing many environmental features in relation to zoning (such as slope, soils, subsurface 
hydrology, wetlands, etc), continues in earnest. 

In its regular business, the Planning Board approved 22 Form A applications. A prelimi- 
nary subdivision plan for Stevens Pond property was withdrawn in favor of a Form A division, 
and a preliminary subdivision plan for the “old nursing home” property on Route 23 was 
received.

During the fiscal year July 1, 1986, to June 30, 1987, the Roads and Machinery Committee 
continued to oversee the work of the Highway crew, steering it from a construction orienta- 
tion to a maintenance one. 

The Highway Maintenance and Capital budgets remained the same for the third year ina 
row, and the Snow and Sand expenditure was less than the previous year. One reason for this 
was the sand used: the more expensive sand we now use is actually more cost efficient because 
it sticks better to the road and saves the Highway crew from extensive resanding. 

Our Highway Department crew, all but one of whom have been with us for several years, 
are more experienced now and more familiar with the processes involved in getting and keep- 
ing our roads clear. 

We sincerely appreciate the great effort that Don Amstead, our Highway Superintendent, 
Art Hastedt, our Highway Foreman, the Highway Department employees and the Town 
Secretary have put forth in trying to keep up with Town maintenance projects, as well as 
completing several large construction projects from 1985-86. 

The Roads and Machinery Committee feels that the groundwork for improving Highway 
Department procedures was laid in 1986-87, and we look forward in the coming year to an 
even greater understanding of Town needs. We appreciate, as always, suggestions from 
Monterey citizens.

SALARY COMMITTEE 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Monterey had a total of 103 students, kindergarten through twelfth grade, for the year 
1986-1987. In addition to the increase in students over the previous year were regular budget- 
ary increases. Monterey ended up with a 10.4 per cent increase over last year, in the amount 
of $291,633. In recent years, various capital projects have been pushed back because of budg- 
etary constraints which have recently caught up with us. As a result, we have established a 
five-year capital funding program, of which Monterey’s share will be $3,329 per year. Two 
projects already underway at the Mt. Everett campus are repaving of the driveway and anew 
gym floor. The budget this past year was also affected by increased transportation costs due 
to additional mileage resulting from the closing of the Maple Avenue covered bridge in 
Sheffield. We, along with other regional school districts, continue to lobby for some type of 
cost averaging to help prevent large year-to-year fluctuations in budget. 

Ray Chamberlain, principal at Mt. Everett, retired this past year. Wayne Eline was hired 
to replace him. During this time os transition there has also been a reorganization of the 
administration to better serve the needs of our students. Part of this restructuring included 
the hiring of an assistant principal, Shirley Gilfeather, this past year. 

With the elementary enrollment increasing, changes have been made in the use of space 
so that the career education building in Sheffield now houses two first grade classes. Special 
education students have moved to the Mt. Everett campus. 

Overall high school enrollment has been decreasing, which, along with other rationale, 
precipitated a joint educational study between the Berkshire Hills Regional School District 
and the Southern Berkshire Regional School District. Incentive aid grant money was ob- 
tained to hire an independent consultant to undergo a study of our two school districts to 
determine how we might better serve the needs of students by cooperative effort rather than 
individually. An educational study committee comprised as a subcommittee of the two school 
districts was elected, and meetings are being held to assess the results of the study and inter- 
pret them to the respective school committees along with recommendations for action. Issues 
being considered range from having a joint high school at the Monument Mountain campus 
to collaborating on transportation, cafeteria services, etc. 

The funds continue to be accessed from the Chapter 188 law, put into effect earlier. There 
are two specific areas involving considerable amounts of money. The first, the Horace Mann 
Scholars, involves special projects conducted by appointed teachers in the district. The second 
is a pre-school grant which is designed to prepare children for kindergarten. 
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This next year looks to be a very busy one. The results of recommendations from the edu- 
cational study could have major implications for the school district. The fluctuation in student 
body size will continue to make demands on space and attempts to maintain a comprehensive 
high school.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen met regularly every Monday evening; in addition, the Board met 
on numerous other occasions with various Town boards and committees. It has been a most 
demanding year in terms of time and energy, yet it is always a most rewarding experience 
serving the citizens and residents of Monterey. 

Following are some of the highlights of the past year, taken from our secretary’s minutes: 
e The Intermunicipal Agreement was signed (6/30/86) by the Monterey Board of Selectmen, 
the New Marlborough Board of Selectmen, and the Lake Buel Restoration/ Preservation 
District. 
® On the recommendation of the Roads and Machinery Committee, the Board adopted a 
policy that no equipment or manpower of the Town Highway Department is to be used for 
the maintenance or repair of private roads (8/ 11/86). Selectmen Lipsky and Kessler voted in 
favor; Selectman Williams was opposed, stating that such action was a reversal of a long- 
standing traditional practice of the Town. 

e A Special Town Meeting was held (10/3/86), at which the Town voted to authorize the 
Board to apply for a $150,000 Small Town Assistance Program (STRAP) grant, to be used 
for the resurfacing of Route 23 from the old firehouse to the eastern junction of Bidwell Road. 
The Town received the grant monies in June 1987, and the resurfacing of approximately 7,000 
linear feet was completed in October 1987 by Lane Construction Company. 

@ The 1986-87 drawdown of Lake Garfield began on October 20, 1986; the gate was to be 
opened on February 17, 1987. 

@ Selectman Hans Kessler resigned as chairman of the Board of Selectman, citing health 
problems and the pressure of serving as chair for both the Board of Selectmen and the Board 
of Health. Selectman Lipsky was unanimously voted the new chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen. Mr. Kessler continued to serve as chairman of the Board of Health. 

e The Solid Waste Advisory Committee was formed (1/5/87) to determine the Town’s options 
with regard to solid waste. The timing was critical, since the Town’s five-year contract with 
Berkshire Clean-Way Rubbish Removal of Dalton was due to expire on June 30 and the 
contractor had advised the Town that the terms of the existing contract would no longer be 
acceptable. Over the next several weeks, the Board met numerous times with the committee 
in order to come up with proposals for the Annual Town Meeting. A schedule of user fees 
was worked out in an attempt to recover at least one-third of the “tipping” fees charged at 
regional hauling sites. The Board also met with the commercial haulers to work out the special 
issues relating to the commercial use of the Monterey Disposal Area. On January 20, 1987, 
Wayne Burkhart, chairman of the Advisory Committee, was appointed as Monterey’s repre- 
sentative to the Southern Berkshire Solid Waste Committee, which is exploring a regional 
solution for waste management and perhaps the creation of a Solid Waste Management 
District. 
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e A committee was formed (1/5/87) to evaluate the accounting needs and procedures of the 
Town, necessitated by the growing complexity of Town finances and the increased paperwork 
burdens imposed on Town officials by various governmental agency filing requirements. The 
Board worked closely with this committee in order to come up with proposals for the Annual 
Town Meeting. Voters subsequently approved the hiring of a Town Accountant effective 
July 1. 

e The Board gave its sanction and support to a newly formed Affordable Housing Committee 
(3/23/87). On October 26, 1987, the Board signed a $5,000 grant application to the MHP 
(Massachusetts Housing Partnership) Municipal Advance Program, prepared by the com- 
mittee. The grant would be used to investigate the feasibility of constructing an affordable 
housing eight-unit cooperative on a portion of an 1l-acre Town-owned site off Route 23 
behind the new firehouse. Specifically, the money would be used to perform soil tests on the 
proposed site. 

e A new selectman was elected at the Annual Town Meeting on May 2, 1987: Rick Mielke. 
Selectman Lipsky was again voted to serve as the Board’s chairman. The Board appointed its 
departing member, Hans Kessler, as a Special Assistant to the Board of Selectmen, to carry 
out various tasks as he might propose or that the Board might approve from time to time. 
Mr. Kessler is currently involved in sifting through Town records and accumulated papers, 
discarding useless items. 

e The Board voted on July 20, 1987, to begin the process of filing the Notice of Intent for the 
annual drawdown of Lake Garfield for the purposes of weed and flood control. The Board 
indicated that it would welcome the assistance and involvement of the Lake Garfield Asso- 
ciation in this process. The drawdown subsequently began on October 1, 1987, in compliance 
with the Order of Conditions issued by the Conservation Commission. 

e The Town Hall Planning Committee was formed (9/14/87) in order to consider the possi- 
bility of constructing a new Town Hall on an | 1-acre site owned by the Town off Route 23 
behind the new firehouse. The committee is to handle the plans for design and financing, plus 
preliminary site development. The Board asked that the committee include the Southern 
Berkshire Regional School District in the planning process in order to ensure the continued 
existence of the Monterey Kindergarten. 

e After much work by the Board and with the invaluable assistance of Nick Wool, the Town’s 
Public Official Liability Insurance and Police Department Liability Insurance policies were 
restored. The cost of the new coverage was 20% to 25% higher than under the old policies, 
which had been canceled through the efforts of Glenn Heller, a Monterey resident.

REPORT OF THE SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE 


A Solid Waste Study Committee was formed by the selectmen in October of 1986 to con- 
sider alternatives for the Town after the end of a five-year solid waste contract with Berkshire 
Clean-Way in June, 1987. 

After study and consultation with the selectmen, other Towns, and waste haulers, a user 
fee was decided upon. Approximately 20 per cent of the Town’s solid waste costs would be 
paid by transfer station users in the form of annual fees and verified by vehicle stickers. 

At the end of the Town year, the selectmen appointed a permanent Solid Waste Manage- 
ment Committee, which included several members of this study committee.
